was . interesting, comfortable and free 
from mipervision or interference ; "we 
lived in the same little seegnd class car 
sfroit Harbin to Petrograd, attaching at 
and detaching it, as we pleased. The 
State Department regulations forbidding 
the ‘carrying of American passports into 
Russia were in force at that time, but 
were soon after cuncelled ; our rapid: and 
aife teinsit across the-two continents af 
Russia, and the presence of United States 
Senator France in Moscow, at about the 
same time, may have had’ some influence 
om causing their cancellation. 

Chita is only tea hours: west of Man- 
chouli, or Manchuria Station, the Russo- 
Chinese Jrontier, nnd a very comfortable 
express train makes: the run connec! ting 
at Chita with the weekly. express train 
to Moscow and at Manchouli with the 
express train for Harbin and Vladivostok. 
All_these trains have. first, «second and 
third class accommodations, ” with sleep.
